the margin of the scanty streams ‘of 
water issuing from the deep gorges or 
canons of the rugged rocky mountain 
ranges. These hardy pioneers plowed 
and planted what few seeds they Hed 
with them, a portion of their number 
returning to the Camp, resting on the 
shores of the Missouri river, near 
where the city of Omaha now, stands,

succeeded by Alfred Cummings, newly 
appointed. 

tah Territory covers an area of 
about 70,000 square miles, equal to 
that of England, Scotland and Wales 
combined. It is divided into 20 
counties, and has a population of 
about 150,000, over 9-10ths of whom 
120 cities, towns and villages, 
Lake City being the 3 having a 
population of about 25,000 — Provo, 
Ogden, Logan, St. George, Brigham, 
Springville, Payson, Manti and Fort 
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Ephraim ‘being among the principal 
citied. The proportion of land sus- 
ceptible of cultivation is very small, 
the country being mountainous and 
naturally barren. In 1866 there were 
134,000 acres under cultivation, which 
has been greatly increased since that 
time. Farming is attended with great 
labor, as the land must be irrigated to 
producecrops. The expense of making 
canals, dams and irrigating ditches has 
been enormous, and continues to bea 
heavy tax upon the people. Yet by 
this laborious process of irrigation, 
farming is made a success, the finest 

ualities of cereals and vegetables of 
ail descriptions being produced in 
abundance. Fruit in great variety 
and of excellent qualities are also very 
prolific. Stock and sheep raising has 
also proved remunerative, the table 
lands, unwatered valleys and moun- 
tains plentifully producing a very 
nutritious species of desert or bunch 
grass, upon which cattle will thrive 

uring the whole year without being 
sheltered or fed. 

The mineral wealth of the Territory 
has been made to appear fabulous by 
those interested in the mineral devel- 
opment of the country. There can be 
no question that Utah vast 
mineral resources, that she abounds 
with many of the precious metals and 
that her iron, coal, lead and silver 
mines are equal in quality and quantity 
if not superior to those of any other 
State or Territory of the United States, 
but these enterprises are yet enly in 
their incipient stages, awaiting the 
combination of brains, muscle and 
capital to develope them to enormous

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Prest. F. M. Lyman made a few 
cemarks explanatory of the object for 
which the Priesthood had assembled. 


Elder H. S. Gowans, after expres- 
sing the pleasure he experienced in 
meeting with the Saints in Noutting- 
ham for the first time, spoke on the 
order of the Gospel of Christ, regard- 
ing it as a grand science, established 
for the perpetuation of life. Showed 
how those who have embraced this 
science were required to live, that 
they might rightly understand its 
principles, and how, by a faithful ob- 
servance of its laws, they could become 
participators in the great blessings 
— thereunto. The Gospel of 

hrist is the law of the Almighty, and 
is as far above the religious inventions 
of men, as God is above them ; and it 
is, moreover, the only plan by which 
the human family can 
exalted. The Saints possess nothing 
that they should attach so much im- 

ance to as this, and every energy 
and ability God has given them should 
be exercised for the advancement of 
the same. 


n Prest. Jos. F. Smith said he had 
noticed in his experience among men, 
their prevailing ambition to obtain 
wealth and the perishable things of 
this world, while they evinced no in 
terest in matters pertaining to their 
eternal salvation. He was surprised 
to see the apparent satisfaction mani- 
fested by those who were in any way 
religiously inclined, in the prevalent 
doctrine that belief only is necessary 
for salvation. This is of itself incon- 
sistent. The Savior taught the neces- 
sity of keeping the laws given for the 
salvation of man, and if ever we are 
saved we must comply strictly with 
the conditions he has specitied. No 
man who died in his sins ever went to 
God. The thief on the cross did not 
go to God. The question is often 
asked, ‘‘Where did Jesus and the 
thief go, if they did not ge te God ?” 
We answer—Christ went to preach to 
the spirits in prison, which sometime 
were disobedient, when once the long- 
suffering of God waited in the days of 
Noah,” &. 1 Peter iii, 20. Another 
proof of the Savior’s non-ascension on 
the day of his crucifixion, is found in his 
remark to Mary „Touch

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me not; for 1 am not yet ascended to 
my Father.” John xx, 17. 

Again, in speaking of the different 
degrees of glory pre for man- 
kind, Jesus says— In my Father's 
house are many mansions: if it were 
not so, I would have told you. I go 
to prepare a place for you, * * * 
that where I am, there ye may be 
also.” John xiv, 2, 3. We say with 
firmness that those who keep not the 
laws Jesus taught, will never be pri- 
vileged to go where God and Christ 
are. The Lord is rational; his laws 
are reasonable. Yet we are told by 
various religious sects, including the 
American revivalists who are at pre- 
sent causing so much excitement 
throughout the country, that all we 
have to do is to believe on the Lord 
Jesus Christ and we are saved. We 
might as well break the laws of our 
country, and say that because we be- 
lieve on the administrators of those 
laws, and acknowledge to them our 
sins, we are entitled to a free pardon. 
My declaration is, that if we do wrong 
in any way whatever, we shall have to 
answer for it, if not in this life, in 
that which is to come. After speak- 
ing at some length upon the subject 
of baptism for the dead, he concluded 
by praying God to bless the Sain 
and urged them to continue faithf 
to their covenants. 

The brethren thensang, ‘‘ We thank 
Thee, O God, for a Prophet,” and 
Elder B. H. Watts dismissed 
prayer. 

Sunday, 10 a.m. 

The Saints assembled for public 
worship in the Co-operative Hall, 
Grey Friar Gate, Elder F. M. Lyman 
presiding. 

The meeting was opened by the 
Nottingham choir singing, ‘‘ The morn- 
ing breaks, the shadows flee,” &. 


The Mansfield choir then sang, ‘‘ Joy 
to the world, the Lord will come.” 
Prest. Lyman, in his introductory 
remarks, briefly explained some of the 
principles believed in and practiced by 
the Latter-day Saints. Said it was 
well known that a great deal had been 
said by misinformed and unenlight- 
ened persons concerning our belief, 
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and as a consequence many false im- 
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pressions had been raised against us. 
To prevent this, he said that we were 
ever desirous of speaking for ourselves 
in defence of the Gospel we had em 
braced, and for that purpose had come 
together on this occasion. He re. 
joiced in the restoration of the Gospel 
throvgh the Prophet Joseph Smith, 
and wished that he had the veice of a 
trump, to sound his testimony to the 
ends of the earth. 

Elder B. H. Watts, President of the 
Bristol Conference, on being intro- 
duced to the congregation, said the 

roclamation the Latter-day Saints 
ad to make to the world, was, that 
God had sent a holy angel in this dis- 
pensation to restore the ancient Gospel 
to earth as was spoken of by John in 
the 14th chapter of Revelations. The 
question arises, How do we come in 
ssion of this knowledge? By 
faith in God and obedience to his com 
mandments. The Savior when speak- 
ing concerning the doctrines he taught 
said, My doctrine is not mine, but 
his that sent me. If any man will do 
his will, he shall know of the doctrine, 
whether it be of God, or whether I 
speak of myself.” John vii., 16, 17. 
In the same manner can all people 
know whether the Latter-day Saints’ 
doctrines are of God, or whether they 
speak of themselves. 

Prest. Joseph F. Smith said the 
system that we have embraced, which 
is the Gospel of Christ, is not to be 
explained in a few moments. We may 
explain a few items that are absolutely 
necessary for all persons desirous of 
salvation to observe, but to explain 
the Gospel in all its bearings would be 
the work of a life-time, for in its pur- 
poses-it is eternal—never ending. It 
may not seem reasonable to those who 
have never investigated the sub- 
ject, that the Lord should send an 
angel to man on earth in the 19th cen- 
tury, while the christian world is 
boasting of the light that now exists. 
Many say that the blaze of Gospel 
light is now more effulgent than it has 
been known in any period of the 
world’s history. e nevertheless 
contend, that in fulfillment of the 
prediction of John the Revelator, an 
angel of the Lord has flown from hea. 
ven in our day, bringing the Gospel to 
earth; and revealed the same to 


Joseph Smith, that much i 
abused and persecuted Prophet. The 
authority was given him to preach the 
Gospel in power, and the same au- 
thority has been duly handed down. 
to us. We believe in all truth wher- 
ever or whenever it may be found. 
The Catholics, Presbyterians, Metho- 
dists, or any of the sects of the day, 
have no truth but what is incorporated: 
in the belief of the Latter day Saints. 
We know that we have received the 
truth of God, and should be no more 
children, tossed to and fro, and carried 
about with every wind of doctrine, by 
the sleight of men, and cunning craft- 
iness, whereby they lie in wait to 
deceive.” Ephesians iv., 14, and fer 
this knowledge we are prepared to 
forfeit, (if necessary) all that we 
possess, ‘even to the sacrificing of our 
lives. Much has been done by writers 
and speakers to misrepresent and 
calumniate the general character of 
the Latter day Saints. Now I would 
ask of all such persons, What do you 
know, and are prepared to affirm, on. 
oath, of wicked and corrupt practices 
of this people? We say in our own 
defence, that we believe in every good 
principle, and furthermore we believe 
the Bible as far as it is translated cor- 
rectly from Genesis to Revelations, 
and we defy any one to point out one 
principle which we advocate that is 
repugnant to that Book. 

Prest. Smith in expatiating upon 
the fundamental principles of our 
Church, showed with clearness that 
they were strictly in accordance with 
tho Holy Scriptures. He said it was 
often remarked by persons not of our 
faith, that we never referred in our 
discourses to the subject of polygamy, 
and it is believed that we shrink from 
making it public. This is not the case. 
We have no wish to withhold this prin- 
ciple, for we are not ashamed of it, 
and can defend it on scriptural autho- 
rity; but it is not often referred to in 
our meetings outside of Utah. We 
do not practice ithere. We believe in 
being subject to the laws of the land. 
It can only be understood by the Spirit 
of God. Those who oppose this prin- 
ciple are devoid of that spirit of un- 
derstanding that comes from Him, and 
their minds are beclouded by the pre- 


judices existing against us, but no 
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matter what opposition it may receive, 
it is destined to continue, fer it is or- 
dained of God. 

Prest. Lyman read the Statistical 
and Financial Reports of the Confer- 
ence for the year ending December 
31st, 1874, which were as follows:

Prest. Lyman then presented to the 
-congregation for their acceptance, the 
authorities of the Church, who were 
unanimously sustained by the uplifted 
hands of the Saints. Congregation 
sang, ‘‘Now let us rejoice in the 
day of salvation,” &c. Elder John 
Squires closed by prayer.

The Mansfield choir sang, ‘‘ Come 
-all ye Saints who dwell on earth.” 
Elder B. H. Watts opened by prayer.

Elder H. S. Gowans read a portion 
-of the 7th chapter of Matthew, com- 
mencing at the 13th verse. Said we 
2 a religious body, court the investi- 
gation of all lovers of truth, and are 
anxious to enlighten the public mind 
in relation to our true postion. Once, 
when listening to a revivalist, he heard 
him say, Follow Christ.” 

Elder Gowans then took the Bible 
and showed from it some of the works 
of Christ, which we were to follow, begin- 
ning with the first public religious act of 
Christ's life, his baptism, when he was 


publicly acknowledged of God as hisson. 
He continued tospeak upon the nature 
of Christ’s teachings, and dwelt par- 
ticularly upon the mode of baptism, 
proviny it to be immersion, and for 
the remission of sins, showing the ne- 
cessity of obedience to this ordinance 
by all who are desirous of salvation. 
His discourse was listened to very 
attentively by all present, and he con- 
cluded by praying for God’s blessing 
upon the congregation. 

Prest. Smith followed with a few 
appropriate remarks. 

Congregation sang, ‘‘ Go ye messen- 
gers of glory,” &c. Prayer by Elder 
Wm. Clayton. 

— — 6 p. m. 

Nottingham choir sang, III praise 
my maker while I’ve breath.” Elder 
H. S. Gowans engaged in prayer. 
Mansfield choir sang, ‘‘ Mortals 
awake.” 

Elder John Squires said he desired 
to speak so as to edify all present, but 
to do so, he depended upon the assist- 
ance of the Holy Spirit. He obeerved 
that in this late day, God had raised 
up his servants to administer the ordi- 
nances of the Everlasting Gospel, and 
it was to be preached to all nations for 
a witness, and then the end should 
come. (Matt. xxiv, 14.) He spoke 
on the order of the kingdom of God, 
wherein he showed that it was neces- 
sary to have a king, laws, subjects, 
administrators, &c., to constitute a 
kingdom. He quoted Paul's des- 
oript ion of the kingdom as recorded in 
Ist Corinthians, xii, 27, 28. Now ye 
are the body of Christ, and members 
in particular. And God hath set some 
in the Church, first Apostles, secon- 
darily Prophets, thirdly teachers,” &c. 
For ages past we have not seen this 
order on earth. The Apostles knew 
the second coming of Christ would not 
take place until there had been ‘‘a 
falling away.” It was understood that 
the kingdom of God as it was then set 


up would suffer violence; that the 


Romish power would make war with 
the Saints and overcome them. Dark- 
ness has covered the earth, and gress 


darkness the people.” Why was this? 


Because they had transgressed the 
laws, changed the ordinauce, beoken 
the everlasting covenant : therefure the 
inhabitants of the earth are (to be) 
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burned and few men left.” He showed 
how Joseph Smith had made the same 
promise to the world as the Savior did, 
viz., That those who did the will of 
the Father should know of the doc- 
trine whether it was of God, or whe- 
ther he spoke of himself.” No im- 
ter dare come forward and make 
such a sacred declaration as this. By 
their fruits ye shall know them,” said 
the Savior ; and in this way the Latter- 
day Saints have known Joseph Smith, 
and there are over 100,000 persons 
now in Utah, who can bear testimony 
to the divinity of his mission. He 
uoted many prophecies contained in 
e old Testament, relating to the 


"second coming of Christ, and con- 


cluded by testifying to the truth of the 


Gospel. 

‘Elder Geo. L. Farrell, comparing 
the coming forth of the Prophet Jo- 
seph Smith with the coming of the 
Savior, said many people unacquainted 
with our religion complained that 
Joseph Smith was not a likely person 
for to choose to re-establish His 
work; as he was but a poor, unlearned 
boy. But the Scriptures tell us that 
Jesus was known, previous to his 
— forth as the acknowled son 
of God, as a r carpenter's boy, 
who, like Joseph Smith, toiled in the 
workshop with his father for a liveli- 
heod. He was rejected by the Jews 
and discarded as an impostor, and 
finally sacrificed his life. Joseph Smith 
underwent a similarordeal, lay ing down 
his life for the testimony of truth. He 
said there was no need for the world 
to depend upon the testimony of any 
man regarding the truth of this work, 
for if they would comply with the laws 
of God, they could know for them- 
selves. 

Prest. Smith said it was perbaps a 
rare thing for persons to see and can 
any one who had been acquainted with 
the Prophet Joseph Smith, but he 
desired to say that he himself well 
remembered him, although but a child 
at his death. He had often heard him 

reach. He was a nephew of the 
phet, as such, bad had opportu- 
nities of knowing, and he did know 
him to be a man of God, which de- 
claration he asserted in spite of the 
many lying reports dirculated against 
him. All such reports he denounced 


as false. Forty-nine times was he 
arraigned before the judges of the 
land on various malicious and false 
charges, and every time honorably 
acquitted. The fiftieth time, when 
bronght up, he was charged with trea- 
son against the State, and while his 
trial was pending his enemies exclaimed 
that the laws could not reach him, 
but powder and ball should.” It was 
then that the Prophet, an innocent 
and just man, was murdered in cold 
blood. He died a martyr to the tes- 
timony he bore. 

After stating that the Saints had 
been driven ; * times from their 
homes in the United States, President 
Smith referred to the recent action of 
the Chief Justice of Utah in the im- 
prisonment of President Young, 
which was unjust and malicious. But 
President Young, ever ready to suffer 
wrong rather than do wrong, submit- 
ted quietly, offering no resistance, and 
restraining his brethren from taking 
any measures which might seem to 
obstruct the exercise of legal authority 
to effect his release. He bore a pow- 
erful testimony to the Godlike charac- 
ter of Prest. Young and his associates 
in the ministry of Christ. 

Prest. Lyman bore his testimony, 
he also had known the Prophet J 2 
Smith, and was well acquainted with 
Prest. Brigham Young, and knew 
them to be the duly authorized vice- 
gerents of

spirit, the hymn, ‘‘ The Lord my 
— shall prepare; and Elder John 
H. Burrows offered the benedictory 
prayer, after which the Saints dis- 
persed, evidencing by the satisfaction 
apparent in their countenances, 
rare spiritual treat they had enjoyed 
through the day. Everything seemed 

ropitious for the success of the meet- 
ings, which it is hoped will long be 
held in joyful remembrance by all. 
Seven persons were baptized during 
the day, and it is sincerely hoped that 
the good seed of truth sown at the 
Conference will develop in the hearts 
of the honest, to the convincing of 
them that the work is true, that they 
may embrace the same.

An important manuscript work, writ- 
ten two hundred years ago by Fran- 
cisco Ximenes, is preserved in Guatem- 
ala. It is a translation from some of 
the old books” of the natives; one 
of them, known as the Popol- Vuh,” 
in the native tongue (Quiche), has the 
Spanish translation annexed. This 
translation remained in Guatemala, 
unprinted and unknown, until dis- 
covered in our time by Brasseur de 
Bourbourg, who has translated the 
work into ch. The Popol- Vuh” 
was written in 1558, as an abridged 
reproduction of a very ancient Quiche 
beok, containing the history, tradi- 
tions, religion and cosmogony of the 
Quiches. fessor Baldwin, speaking 
of this book, says: ‘‘It shows us their 
conceptions of the Supreme Being, 
and His relation to the world; it en- 
ables us to see what they admired in 
character, as virtue, heroism, noble 
ness, and beauty; it discloses their 
mythology, and their notions of reli- 
gioas worship; in a word, it bears 
witness to the fact that the various 
families of mankind are all of one 
blood,” so far, at least, as to be pre- 
cisely alike in nature.” The cosmoy- 
ony of the Quiches is undoubtedly far 
more ancient than the beginning of 
this people as a nation. According to 
the ‘‘ Popol-vuh,” the world had a 

inning ; there was a time when it 
did not exist; only heaven“ existed; 
below all was emptiness. Nothing 
existed in this space; neither man, 
animal, earth or tree. Then appeared 
water, over which divine beings moved 
in brightness. They created earth ; it 
came into being like vapor, and moun. 
tains rose abeve the waters. Thus 
was earth created by the Heart of 
Heaven. Next came the creation of 
animals; but the gods were disap- 
pointed. They could not tell their 
names, nor worship the Heart of Hea- 
ven. It was then resolved that man 
should be created. First he was made 
of earth, but the flesh had no cohe- 
sion ; he was inert; he could speak, 
but could not move, and had no mind; 


therefore he was consumed in the wa- 
ter. Next, man was made of wood; 
they multiplied, but had neither heart 
nor intellect, and could not worship, 
so they withered up. Man was then 
made of a tree called tzite, and woman 
of the pith of a reed, but they could 
not think, speak or worship, and were 
destroyed, all save a small — 
which still exists as a race of s 
monkeys, found in forests. A fourth 
attempt was successful, but the circum- 
stances attending this creation remain 
veiled in mystery, It took place before 
the beginning of dawn, before the sun 
or moon ; it was a wonder work of the 
Heart of Heaven. Four men were 
created ; they could reason, speak and 
see in such a manner as to know all 
things at once. They worshiped the 
creator, giving Him thanks for their 
existence and the manifold blessings 
they enjoyed; but the gods, fright- 
ened and dismayed, breathed clouds 
or mist over their eyes, to limit their 
vision, and caused them to be men, 
not gods. While the four men were 
asleep, the gods made them beautiful 
wives, and from these came all the in- 
habitants of the earth. 

Whether the origin of this interest- 
ing tradition comes from Jared or from 
Nephi, it is impossible to say. We 
only know that it bears witness to the 
fact that ages long past arace of people 
inhabited our continent, far advanced

He has the God and Father of all, 
who is above all, and through all, and in all,” „God that made the world and 
giveth to all life, and breath, and ‘all things; and hath made of one blood all 
nations of men for to dwell on all the face of the earth, and hath determined 
the times before appointed, and the bounds of their habitation ; that they 
should seek the Lord, if haply they might feel after him, and find bim. *

it? The economy of heaven is consistent with human reason. Fear God and 
keep his commandments, for this is the whole duty of man.”

What would his father say? Would he not be displeased? Has not the boy 
made a wrong use of bis agency? Does he receive a blessing, for misapplying 
the money, contrary to his father’s commands? Peradventure he may receive 
chastisement ! 

„Moses was admonished of God when he was about to make the Tabernacle : 
See, saith He, that thou make all things according to the pattern showed to 
thee in the Mount.” (Heb. viii., 5.) For the lesser to obey the greater is in 
perfect unison with wisdom and human experience. It is quite natural and 
reasonable for the parent to expect filial affection from the child. It is just 
and right to demand its obedience ; to make laws of proscription if it is not 
rendered. The parent is the child’s lawgiver. No one will deny the father’s 
right to legislate for the son’s welfare. The relationship which man holds to 
God is precisely similar to that which the son holds to his father. Wherefore, 
the Lord has given upto his sons and daughters a law, which all must obey, if 
they are ever saved in His kingdom. | 

** Verily, verily, I say unto you, He that entereth not by the door into the 
sheepfold, but climbeth up some other way, the same is a thief and a robber.

ABSTRACT OF CORRESPONDENCE.

We are again indebted to Elder John H. Smith for the perusal of a letter 
from his father, Prest. Geo. A. Smith, written at Salt Lake City, March 19th, 
ult., from which we make the following extracts: 

„The weather has been wintery most of the time since our return from the 
South, more so than any other time during the winter, though not very severe. 
This winter has been remarkable for the number of snow-slides that have 
occurred: within the past week there have been two in Ogden, one in Logan, 
also in Big and Little Cottonwood and in Bingham Canons, involving the loss 
of several lives and a number of miraculous hair-breadth eacapes. 

Judge McKean sent for Associate Justice Emerson to try the Thomas E. 
Ricks case. Two days have been spent in Nor getting a jury, Judge Emerson 
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deciding exactly contrary to what McKean had done in relation to the qalifica- 
tion of some of the jurors. 

‘Yesterday McKean spent the day in administering his ‘iron-clad,’ anti- 
Mormon catechism to applicants for citizenship. We are soon expecting to 
hear the confirmation of his removal. 

„ER Congressman J. D. Parker, of Mo., was yesterday nominated Chief 
Justice of Utah, but his name was recalled, and Judge D. P. Lowe, of Kansas, 
has been nominated. (5 p.m.) The latter is confirmed as Chief Justice of 
Utah, thereby removing James B. McKean from office. We are pleased with 
the change, whether good, bad or indifferent; we are willing to risk it, fora 
more vicious enemy will not be likely to occupy the judicial Bench. But we 
trust in the Lord, and not in men. He can put hooks in their jaws and lead 
them whithersoever he will, for which we are thankful. 

Judge McKean’s triumph in sending Prest. Young to prison for one day 
has not met with the general commendation he anticipated, and it is believed 
it was the finishing stroke of his career, as it was universally disapproved. 

„Soon after his arrival, Gov. Axtell issued a certificate of election to brother 
Geo. Q. Cannon, our Delegate to Congress, a duty which he had sworn to per- 
form, the neglect of which would have been perjdry—the law making it his 
duty to issue a certificate to the candidate receiving the largest number of 
votes; since which the Ring have been determined to have the Governor 
removed by President Grant. Their organ has howled frantically, but to-day 
they conclude that President Grant has formed a conspiracy against them ! 

„This afternoon (March 19th) Prest. Young, brothers Wells, Cannon, 
7 Bishop Hunter and myself had an interview with quite a large company of 

Indians in the 16th Ward school-house. Bishop McArthur baptized 150 

‘Indians from the desert, at St. George to-day. Brother C. R. Savage was 
there with his photographic apparatus, and took several views of the brethren 
and the Indians while performing the ordinance. Considerable interest is 
manifested among some of the Indians iu relation to the Gospel, quite a num- 
ber have come here recently to be baptized. They express a wish to ge to 
work and raise grain. A farm of 120 acres has been enclosed by the Indians 
in Skull Valley, under the direction of Elder Lee. They raised last year a 
crop of grain and vegetables, and now have on hand 400 bushels of wheat. 

„We pray for you and the Elders on missions continually.”

and seer Brigham Young, entered

thither): I received a telegram from 
President Young, desiring me to go to 
Europe as a teacher of God’s holy 
word. In humble submission to this 
at call, with valise in hand, on the 
ach day of October I left my little 
viet home, proceeded to Salt Lake 
ity, attended the General Conference 
held on the 6th, and on the 13th, in 
company with my mother and sister

their relatives. Leaving them at 
Cleaveland, Ohio, I continued my jour- 
ney to New York, arriving on the 24th. 


On the following day the expected 


company of missionaries, numbering 
I7 arrived. After passing a week in 
the metropolis of the New World, we 


embarked Nov. Ist, for Liverpool. 


Being blessed with a calm sea, our 
voyage wasa very pleasant one, and 
on the 12th at 9.30 a. m. we were all 
safely landed on England’s shore. 

On the 15th I received my appoint- 


ment to labor in the Manchester Con- 


ference, under the direction of Elder 
Joseph Birch. The same day proceed- 
ing to my appointed field of labor, I 
met Prest. Birch with that joy and 
hearty shake of hands peculiar to the 
Elders when they meet. The following 
day (Sunday), I had the pleasure of 
bearing my first testimony in this 
country to the restoration of the Gos- 
pel by a holy ange! through the Pro- 


phet Joseph Smith, in fulfillment of 


the sixth verse and 14th chapter of 
Revelations. From that time to the 
present I have, whenever opportunity 
presented itself, borne the same un- 
sbaken testimony, which testimony is 
the honest and sincere convictions of 
my heart, and it gives me great joy 
aud satisfaction. 

In order to ascertain the true posi- 
tion of Saints, the following text is 
one I find that can be applied with 
precision and certainty; A good 
tree cannot bring forth evil fruit, 
neither can a corrupt tree bring forth 
good fruit. Wherefore by their fruits 
ye shall know them.” Matt. vii., 18, 
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20. Notwithstanding our late im- 
provement in Tithe-paying—in our 
indefatigable efforts to spread the 
truth, Russe bringing a few people 
into the fold of Christ, there is still 
room for improvement. I enjoy my- 
self when in the company of the Saints, 
especially of those tested by the afore- 
mentioned rule, and who are found to 
be Saints indeed, and this number I 
am happy to say, are not a few in my 
field of labor. I have much pleasure 
in my present mission, for which I 
often thank the Great Giver of all 
blessings, kuowing when I do so that 
it is the only way by which blessings 
can be secured and enjoyed by man.

Dear Brother, —I am pleased to say 
this leaves me well in health and 
spirits. Since we held our district 
meeting, and the course of lectures 
were delivered by Elder John Squires, 
the newspapers have inserted several 
articles about the Mormons in Shef- 
field,” written by our opponents. In 
presenting your letter for publication, 
which contained a statement of facts, 
and refuted many of the statements 
made by A Gentile,” the Editor 
promised to publish it if divided into 
three parts. The first part was pub- 
lished March 27th. 

My faith is that there are yet some 
honest hearted people in Sheffield ; 
we have had a goodly number of 
strangers at our meetings of late. 

Elder Squires left here March 23rd, 
and I accompanied him to Killamarsh 
to visit brother Wm. Hill and family. 
The evening being fine, we had an out- 
door meeting ; stood against the church 
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yard gate ; very attentive congregation 
and no interruption. Elder Squires 
and myself each spoke for about thirty 
minutes, thanked them for their kind 
attention, and returned to brother 
Hills’ and stayed there that night. 
Next morning Elder Squires left for 
Nottingham. I concluded to stay and 
have another meeting. 

About 6 p.m., I went along the 
street near the church, accompanied 
by brother Hill, and invited the peo- 
mA to come and hear us. On our 
return to the church, we saw a mini- 
ster and congregation singing in the 
street. They passed us and went up 
the street opposite the church, and 
commenced to sing. I was informed 
they would have to return on their 
way to chapel. When they had finished 
singing, the Spirit prompted me to 
commence meeting. I read aloud a 
hymn, and before I finished the mini- 
ster and congregation came along and 
stayed by us. I and brother Hill 
sang, and after offering prayer, I 
called on brother Hill, who spoke a 
short time and bore his testimony to 
the truth. I then spoke for about 
fifty minutes, and was truly blessed 
with the Spirit of God. spoke a 
little on the first principles of the 
Gospel, the gifts and blessings en- 
joyed by the Church of Christ, and 
the necessity of those who officiated 
in the Holy Priesthood to be called of 
God, & 

I never saw a more attentive con- 
gregation ; no interruption—no moving 
away as is generally the case at out- 
door meetings. I thanked them for 
their kind attention, and promised to 
come again in two or three weeks and 
preach to them. Exhorted them to 
read the Bible when they got home, 
and compare the Gospel we had taught 
with the teachings in the Bible, and 
in reading to take Peter’s rule of in- 
terpretation—‘‘No prophecy of the 
Scripture is of any private interpreta. 
tion.” I noticed the minister taking 
notes while I was speaking, and I am 
informed that the church minister 
came behind me, but I did not see 
him. After closing with prayer, the 
minister spoke, and said he would 
come the next night and tell them 
about the Gospel, and if I was there 
could discuss the matter. I answered 
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that I did not come to discuss; we 
had preached the Gospel of Christ, 
and I would leave it with the people. 
I had an appointment the next night, 
but I had no objection to the people 
listening to him and then judge for 
themselves, taking the Bible for their 
guide ; but I would be there again, as 
I had promised. 

The minister invited all to go with 
him to the chapel, and he would preach 
to them the Gospel; but as they did 
not seem eager to follow him he stop- 
ped, and we held a discussion for 
nearly two hours. The minister turn- 
ing his eyes upward, said he knew he 
was called of Gud, and in the next 
breath denied immediate revelation, 
that God had not spoken to man since 
the days of Christ, had been no Pro- 
phets since then, that the Bible is all 
that is necessary, &c. I referred him 
to Prophets that di: exist after Christ; 
read 4th chapter of Ephesians and 12th 
chapter of Corinthians. Told them 
how and when the Bible was compiled 
and that many writings were rejected 
at that time. Many books were re- 
ferred to by the Prophets and Apostles 
that were not in the Bible, and that 
if the Priesthood had remained on the 
earth there would have been a con- 
tinuation of Scripture, &c.

I shook hands, 
telling him I had preached the Gospel, 
and would leave it with the people. 
I and brother Hill then left. I won. 
dered where so many people had eome 
from, as the road was blocked with 
them, and I arrived at the conclusion 
that the people had gone to the chapel 
to hear the minister who had come 
from Sheffield to preach, and not find- | 
ing him there, they came to seek him, 
and thus we had the great pleasure of 
addressing him and bis congregation. 

There had been no preaching in this 
place by our Elders for fifteen years or 
more previous to this time, andI am 
informed it was the general topic of 
conversation the next day throughout 
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the town, and down in the coal mines, | 
as mining is their chief employment. 
I never felt better in my life. I think 
week nights is the best time to get a 
congregation in the coal districts, as 
they leave off work early, and congre- 
gate in the evenings at the corners of 
the streets and lanes, and do not ram- 


ble away so much ason Sundays. We 


expect to do considerable out-door 
preaching in this Conference during 
the coming summer. I desire to labor 
to the best of my ability and with the 
assistance of the Spirit of God.

in other questionable pleasures. It is 
no uncommon thing to hear them 
boast what rollicking blades they have 
been, and what serious scrapes they 
have managed to get into and adroitly 
slip out of. Nor does it appear that a 
man’s reputation suffers because he 
once was wild.“ On the contrary, 
the fact seems somewhat in his favor. 
He is presumed to have passed through 
the furnace and come out purified, 
the chief result of his ordeal having 
deen to give him an accurate and ex- 
tended knowledge of the ways of the 
werld. Personally, he is quite con- 
tent to accept this view of the case. 
At the same time he deems it inoum- 
bent upon him to warn youngsters 
against the very things which he has 
done himself; but the warning is 
conveyed in such a manner that, in 


many cases, it may well serve as an 


incentive to the performance of evil 
deeds rather than good ones.

Lever's books, may come to think that 
drunkenness is about the funniest and 
— thing imaginable, with nothing 
ike a tragic side to it, so may he also 
be taught to believe that many doings 
of a doubtful character merely indicate 
the possession of spirit by the per- 
former. Not only are youth’s ten- 
deneies to fastness thus e 
but a disposition is shown te regard 
very leniently such illoes as are 
inadvertently brought to light. He is 
only sowing his wild oats,” and will 
be all right when he has settled do 
is an expression which is reitera 
with aggravating frequency when an 
unhappy ye man is seen to be 
going wrong. It is true that women 
are not disposed to indulgently regard 
errors of the kind to which we are 
referring ; but this is a small matter, 
as they are supposed to know com- 
ively little about life. Moreover, 
it is seldom that they are allowed to 
see things as they are. Very few of 
them know how really base is the 
world, and some may possibly inno- 
cently imagine that those who are 
called fast“ are, for the most part, 
merely addicted to the excessive con- 
sumption of bitter beer, the use of 
slangy language, and an idiotic trick 
of flinging their money about. Even 
censorious women are only too glad to 
receive a roué with open arms when he 
sets up as a reformed character. 

It will be-seen that the path aleng 
which a man will have to travel in 
order to sow his wild oats” is not 
only made easy for him, but many in- 
ducements are offered for him to enter 
upon it. A youth of weak character, 
if he be cast into certain company, 
indeed, is almost forced into trying 
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how he fares on it. Asa matter of 
fact, he must either do so, or he must 
consent to become, to acertain extent, 
alienated from those with whom he is 
associated, and to lose caste in the eyes 
of his fellows. It is not surprising 
that of these alternatives he should, in 
many instances, choose the former. 
There is comparatively little variety 
in the modus eperandi of would-be 
*‘fast” men of this order, and the 
wonder is that they do not get heartily 
sick of the terrible monotony of their 
line of life and quickly relinquish it 
in utter disgust. Of course, the tyro 
drinks, not because he is thirsty, or 
because he will be better for so doing, 
but simply because it is the thing, 
and he has a strenuous objection to 
being out of the fashion. It cannot 
be asserted that, at the outset of his 
career, he gets any particular enjoy- 
ment from the alcoholic liquor which 
he consumes. He has no t liking 
for it, and if it makes him at times 
excited, at others it also makes him 
sick and gives him a beadache. The 
only pleasure he derives, if he derives 


any, from feeling seedy“ in the 


morning, is attributable to the fact 
that he is aware it is the custom for 
lively sparks to do the same, and that 
he is, therefore, quite in the fashion. 
Probably, if he were left to himself, 
and if it were not considered a sign of 
good fellowship to swallow innume- 
rable glasses of intoxicating stuff, he 
would be content, as a sensible man 
should be, to drink only when he was 
thirsty. In addition to being in a 
manner bound to imbibe, he is forced 
to patronize certain haunts. He may 
be found in fast music-halls and thea- 
tres, and he will loaf about after some

He assumes, because he fancies he 
ought, a would-be knowing look, and 
he talks in a manner which is calcu- 
lated to lead a listener to the conclu- 
sion that lewd thoughts are always 
uppermost in his mind. But we are 
inclined to believe that he is not so 
bad as he makes himself out to be, and 
that he bas more faith in the purity of 
women as a whole than he lets his boon 
companions think. It is not an un- 
common thing for him to become short 
of money, and to seek to replenish his 
attenuated exchequer by resorting to 
the ingenious device of betting, but 
it is somewhat singular for fortune to 
smile upon him. He is always ready 
to make a bet upon the slightest pos- 
sible provoeation. If you differ from 
him during the course of a conversa- 
tion, for instance, you are requested 
at once to back your opinion. He 
tutors himself to fancy that he has a 
liking for low company. This is well, 
for when he is systematically sowing 
his wild oats” he has to come in 
contact with it pretty often, and much 
to the benefit of its component parts. 
By the way, a partiality for brutal 
pastimes seems to go hand in hand 
with an apparent liking for excessive 
drinking and the society of ladies of 
questionable respectability. We never 
met a fast man who did not shirk his 
work when he got the chance, except 
when the same happened to be pecu- 
liarly profitable. Nor did we ever 
encounter a fast man who was not a 
deliberate liar and a consummate hum- 
bug. At the art of bragging he is ever 
proficient, which is not surprising, 
considering the amount of practice he 
has. The gentlemen who sow their 
‘wild oats” broadcast are, perhaps, 
sufficiently punished, inasmuch as 
they invariably succeed in undermining 
their constitutions, and probably short- 
ening their lives, to say nothing of the 
bodily weariness and vexation ef spirit 
which they must constantly be bring- 
ing upon themselves.— Liberal Review.
